Warships Are in Orient to 
Guard Nationals, Grew 
Explains to Minister.

China has made representations to 
the United States government anent 
the concentrating of American war- 
ships and marines in Chinese waters. 
Alfred Sze, the Chinese Minister, 
called at the State Department yester- 
day anu. de formal verbal inquiry of 
Undersecretary of State Joseph C. Grew 
as to the meaning and purpose of this 
continued concentration of military 
forces. In the absence of Secretary of 
State Kellogg, who is ill, Mr. Grew au- 
thorized the Minister to assure his gov- 
ernment—that is, Premier Wellington 
Koo in the north and Eugene Chen in 
the south—that the American warships 
and military forces are in Chinese 
waters merely for the peaceful purpose 
of protecting American nationals in 
case they require protection. 

What effect this explanation will 
have on the Chinese leaders in the 
north and south will not be known un- 
til the State Department here is ad- 
vised. China first made inquiries or 
representations about two weeks ago 
through Mr. Sze, and Mr. Kellogg is 
understood to have given a conciliatory 
and reassuring explanation to the effect 
that the warships were being sent to 


of emergency. 
Stave Off Protest. 


This first explanation had a suffi- 
clently reassuring effect to stave off 
a formal written protest from China. 
But since then, it is now pointed out, 
more American warships have been 
ordered to the proximity of Chinese 
waters, more marines singled out pub- 
licly by Secretary of the Navy Wilbur 
for prospective Chinese service and 
progressive steps on a wide scale ap- 
parently have been taken to have the 
United States represented by a dom- 


force at the time when the British 
armada and some 20,000 British troops | 
were expected to be ready for action 
at Shanghai. 

Wellington Koo’s protest to the 
British government already has brought 
response. Britain has indicated in- 
formally to China that the plans to 
concentrate this unusual force at 
Shanghai will be altered.

—which is British territory—and part 
to Wetheiwei, which is the territory 
which Balfour promised to return to 
the Chinese “under suitable conditions” 
when the Washington arms conference 
was in session in the last days of 1921.

1 200 Marines Are Sent 
From San Diego; 250 
From Manila. 


ADDITIONAL CRUISERS 
ON WAY TO SHANGHAI 


Great Battle for Port Near: 
Defenders of the City 
Are Forced Back. 


San Diego, Feb. 3 (By A. P.).—Car- 
rying 1,200 officers and men of the 
Fourth regiment of United States ma- 
rines, the naval transport Chaumont 
sailed from here at 1 o’clock this after- 
noon. 

The exact destination of the trans- 
port was not announced, but it is be- 
lieved to be Guam. The vessel will go 
to its destination by way of Honolulu. 

Loading of the transport was com- 
pleted at noon, four hours earlier than 
the estimated time necessary. 

The men expect to go to Shanghai 
eventually. 

Although Gen. Smedley D. Butler, 
noted commander of the base, had 
bade good-by to the regiment formally 
at a review yesterday afternoon, he 
went to the pier late last night to see 
the First battalion embark, and ex- 
pressed regret that he could not ac- 
company the marines on their mission. 
He will remain in charge of the base.

The House yesterday made provision 
for the reinstatement of Capt. A. J.

But this was denied by 
Commissioned Dougherty. 


Dougherty to Consider Headley. 


“Mr. Blanton spoke to me about it,” 
said the commissioher, “and I told him 
I would make no promises, but that 
Headley would be considered with any 
other aspirant for the place.” 

There is no doubt, however, that the 
members of the District committee 
and those of the appropriations sub- 
committee intend that the money pro- 
vided for the creation of a new inspec- 
torship shall be used solely in Capt. 
Headley'’s behalf. 

When Mr. Blanton offered his amend- 
ment for the $200 he explained to the 
other members that it was for the in- 
spectorship “about which I talked to 
you,” and there was no discussion of it. 

The two street items put through 
by the Maryland delegation are $22,000 
to grade Sixteenth street from Kalmia 
street to the District line and $13,500 
to surface 500 feet of Alabama avenue 
at the District line.

Selection of Ambassador to 
Belgium Held to Indicate 
Importance of Post. 


MACKENZIE IS PLEASED 


(By the Associated Press.) 

William Phillips, now Ambassador to 
Belgium, and former Undersecretary of 
State, has been selected to be the first 
American Minister to Canada. The se- 
lection indicates the importance at- 
tached by the United States to the new 
diplomatic post at Ottawa, since it has 
called upon one of its senior “career” 
diplomats, now holding the rank of 
Ambassador, to surrender that rank and 
accept instead a post as Minister.

Could Convert Holdings 
Into Cash at Any Time, 
Experts Assert. 


HIS GENIUS BOLSTERS 
TOTAL, THEY CONTEND 


Manufacturer Indifferent to 3 
$1,000,000,000 Offers, Clay 
Declares on Stand. 


The storied wealth of Croesus and 
the greatest fortunes of history were 
hardly more than a pauper’s pence in 
comparison with the present wealth of 
Henry Ford as it was estimated on the 
basis of testimony by experts testify- 
ing yesterday in the government’s tax 
suit against the automobile manufac- 
turer. 

Former associates placed the total 
of the Ford fortune at approximately 
$2,000,000,000. 

Ford, they said, could convert his 
héldings immediately into $1,500,000,- 
000 cash and the actual value of his 
holdings is greater than that. 

How much greater is problematical. 
The estimate, they declared, is not ex- 
cessive, because to the actual cash 
value must be added an indefinite sum 
as the value of Henry Ford’s genius. 

Paul M. Clay, economic statistician, 
who was on the witness stand for four 
hours, described Mr. Ford as a genius, 
and added, “genius is to be preferred 
to materials.” 


Offers. 


On three occasions, he said, the 
manufacturer had regarded with com- 
plete indifference offers of $1,000,000,- 
000 for his plant. “Ford's financial 
strength in 1913 was such that the 
company could meet any contingency 
and far excelled any performance re- 
corded in the history of finance or 
industry,” Clay testified. 

It was in 1913 that Ford bought in 
outstanding stock in his company and 
it was on these transactions that the 
overnment is seeking to recover $30,- 
000,000 in additional taxes it contends 
should have been paid it. 

In addition to the billion Ford could 
have commanded for his company 
within the last 30 days, he is said to 
have $300,000,000 in cash deposits and 
surplus. He is said to have had $300,- 
000,000 in cash deposits on October 1. 

Other holdings which add to this 
enormous total of his wealth is stock 
in the Ford Motor Co. of Canada, the 
Ford Motor Co. of Great Britain, own- 
ership of a railroad, steamboats, iron 
mines, coal mines, factories for the 
manufacture of glass, for the production 
of woodwork, and timber forests. To 
the actual cash value of these holdings, 
which were not definitely appraised at 
the hearing, it was emphasized, how- 
ever, there must be given an added 
value for the Ford genius which, Mr. 
Clay said, had a positive intrinsic value. 


$140,000,000 Working Capital. 


The Ford working capital in 1919, 
Mr. Clay testified, was greater than 
the total aggregate working capital of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
and nineteen other leading American 
industrial and railroad companies. He 
fixed the amount of the Ford working 
capital then in cash at $140,000,000, as 
compared with a total of $100,000,000 
for the 20 others. 

Financial genius, he said a few mo- 
ments later, has a definite market 
value on Wall street, that it can be 
placed on balance sheets, and that 
brains and the ability to use them 
are important intangible assets which 
often determine the value of a com- 
pany. This especially was true of the 
Ford company, he said. 

The Ford stock had a value of $10,200 
a share on March 1, 1913, Mr. Clay re-

| The Twombly family were residents 
of Kensington, Md. They were returning 
| from Washington to their home in 8t. 
| Paul street when their machine was 
|struck by the train which left Union 
|station at 11:47 p. m., westbound for 
St. Louis. 

The light touring car'‘in which the 
Twomblys and their guest were riding 
| was demolished and one of the bodies 
|was carried a distance of 300 feet. 
|Death was instantaneous. 

The crash was witnessed by Ralph 
Bangs, of the Cavendish apartments, 
this city; Lawrence Phillips, Miss’ 
Thelma Hammerly and Miss Verna 
| Cowell, a party of motorists returning 
to Washington from a drive. 

Bangs said he heard the warning 
(bell at the crossing ringing and saw 
‘the automobile attempt to cross the 
| track. The train, he said, struck the 
imachine full in the middle and pro- 
‘ceeded out of sight before the engi- 
neer was able to bring it to a stop. 
The crash occurred at 12:18 o'clock. 


Only Two in Family Survive.

The automobile was driven by Paul 
Twombly. The Twomblys and Mrs. 
| Holland were returning from a Knights 
| of Columbus card party, believed to 
| nave been held in Washington. 

The tragedy wipes out all of a fam- 
ily except two, a son, Neill, studying 
for the priesthood, and a daughter, 

| Kathryn, who entered a convent aboué 
two years ago. 

The bodies were identified by neigh- 
bors and were taken to Pumphrey’s 
undertaking establishment in Rock- 
ville. 

Mr. Twombly, who was about 55 years 
old, was employed in the government 
service here. Mrs. Twombly only a few 
days ago was installed as the grand re- 
gent of Forest Glen Court No. 961 of 
the Catholic Daughters of America. 

Paul Twombly was 27 years old. He 
was a graduate of Gonzaga High school 
and the Georgetown university foreign 
service school. Miss Twombly, who was 
19 years old, was graduated from Holy 
Cross academy. 

It is believed that Twombly thought 
the train a local instead of an express, 
and that he would have time to make 
the crossing. The Twomblys already 
had passed their own home, and were 
taking Mrs. Holland to her home when 
they met their deaths.

Promptly at 9 he 
blew the call “attention” on his silver 
instrument and the military and naval 
aids to the President in full dress 
‘uniform appeared. Behind them came 
President and Mrs. Coolidge, followed 
by the Vice President and Mrs. Dawes 
and the members of the President's 
‘cabinet and their wives. 


“Hail to the Chief” Played. 


‘Bilence reigned then for a half 
minute until President and Mrs. Coolidge 
‘reached the last step of the staircase 
'when the U. S. Marine Band orchestra 
| broke into the familiar strains of “Hail 


‘to the Chief.” While the music con- 
| tinued President and Mrs. Coolidge 
passed under the presidential standards 
'held at the outer door of the blue room 
by service men in uniform into the 
historic state room and the reception 
began. 

| The guests were introduced to the 
'President and Mrs. Coolidge by Col. 
Sherwood A. Cheney and Capt. Adol- 
'phus Andrews, U. 8S. N., White House 
‘aids. President and Mrs. Coolidge, as 
‘is their custom, received alone and the 
‘cabinet and other specially invited 
'guests stood behind the line in the 
' blue room. 

Mrs. Coolidge wore a gown of rose 
velvet. It was V shaped in the front, 
and the train fell from the shoulders 
and followed the V line in the back 
to the waist and then fell free in a 
pointed train. This V line was also 
marked by velvet flowers made of the 
same material. On the left side it 
was ornamented with rhinestones on 
embroidery. 

As usual in congressional receptions 
many of the legislators brought the 
younger members of their households 
with them. There were subdebs and 
subsubdebs and beaus in the line. It 
has come to be the custom in congres- 
sional circles that the daughters of 
legislators, not yet out and even mere 
schoolgirls, are permitted to attend 
this particular reception and accom- 
pany their parents to the White House. 
This same rule held good for sons of 
members of Congress last night, and 
bashful lads were noted who could not 
be induced to go to other social func- 
tions but who welcomed the oppor- 
tunity to shake the President of the 
United States by the hand and receive 
the handclasp and cheerful smile of the 
first lady of the land.

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SENATE BLOCS JOIN 
TD FORGE FARM AlD 
MEASURE 10 VOTE 


McNary-Haugen: Measure Is 
Given Privileged Status by 
Vote of 66 to 14. 


BANKING LEGISLATION 
IS LINKED WITH RELIEF 


Conference Report on Branch 
Proposal to Follow Under 
Agreement.

Control of the nation’s legislation 
through the” medium of coalitions of 
economic blocs in Congress was launch- 
ed yesterday when a combination of 
the banking reform and farm relief 
proponents—facetiously referred to in 
the Senate cloakroOms as the “note 
holders and note signers’”—joined forces 
to make the McNary-Haugen farm re- 
lief bill the unfinished business of the 
Senate by a vote of 66 to 14. 

Hereditary enemies in the past, when 
the agriculturists have blamed the 
financiers of the country for many of 
their ills, the supporters of these 
diverse interests met yesterday on com- 
mon ground on the Senate floor united 
in a desire to force legislative action 
on their contrasting proposals. 

Predictions were made during the 
course of debate that it would not be 
long before three or four different eco- 
nomic interests would solidify their 
claims for consideration, and it was 
disclosed that an effort had been made 
yesterday to link Boulder dam and the 
postal rate revision with farm relief and 
banking reform. 

The most of the criticism from the 
floor of the Senate came in the early 
stages of the debate when the upper 
branch of Congress had before it a 
unanimous consent agreement offered 
by Senator Charles L. McNary, of Ore- 
gon, which would have made both the 
farm and banking bills the unfinished 
business and given a vote on the first 
Monday and the second Wednesday. 


Consent Agreement Fails. 


This was abandoned in the face of 
evident opposition, and instead the 
motion made to make the farm Dill 
alone the unfinished business. The 
coalition understanding is, of course, 
that following a vote on the agricul- 
tural measure the same union of forces 
will give the branch banking confer- 
ence report the right of way. 

Still more effective, possibly, in the 
development of this program was the 
threat of cloture which was injected 
during the afternoon. A cloture peti- 
tion signed by 28 members on the Re- 
publican side “and 24 on the Demo- 
cratic was circulated to be used in be- 
half of the farm bill, if it is found 
necessary to restrict a filibuster. This 
legislative weapon also works both 
ways and will be employed if need be 
for the purpose of expediting the 
banking proposals. 

The belief of Senator McNary, who 
led the combined forces yesterday af- 
terhoon, was that he would be able to 
get a vote on the farm bill by the mid- 
dle of the week and dispose of the 
banking measure by the end of busil- 
ness Saturday. 

The strength of the curious coalition 
which went into action in behalf of 
the farmer and the banker may best 
be demonstrated by an analysis of the 
vote. Excepting Senators Bruce and 
Weller, of Maryland; Wadsworth, of 
New York; George, of Georgia, and 
King, of Utah, every other vote cast 
against making the farm bill the un- 
finished business came from represen- 
tatives of the New England States. 


Party Lines Disregarded. 


The South, middle West and Pacific 
coast State members voted without re- 
gard for party lines to get the two 
measures in ahead of anything else but 
appropriation bills. The vote cast for 
the McNary motion does not, however, 
represent the total strength of the farm 
relief element. Many of the proponents 
of the banking bill, who agreed to give 
agriculturists the right of way, will 
vote against the McNary-Haugen bill 
and many of those who favor aiding 
the farmer and will support giving 
banking reform the next place on the 
calendar will not vote for the exten- 
sion of the Federal reserve system in 
the final analysis. 

The alliance was merely one to es- 
tablish a preferential place for the two 
pieces of legislation and to make cer- 
tain a vote between now and the end 
of the present session. And it was in 
the light of a disturbing influence to 
normal Senate procedure that the amal- 
gamation was most attacked, especially 
by some of the senators who were not 
in on the agreement to swallow both 
bills in a calendar sense in order to get 
one up for action. 

It was because the unanimous con- 
sent agreement prevented senators from 
voting for preferential rights for one 
bill and against that status for an- 
other that the most serious criticism 
was/ raised. There was opposition, too, 
to the summary way in which it was 
proposed to reach a vote which caused 
Senators David I. Walsh, of Massachu- 
setts, and Walter F. George, of Georgia, 
to declake that unless more time were 
allowed for debate they would object. 


Norris Enters Objection. 


The final and apparently official ob- 
jection which prevented unanimous 
consent was made by Senator George 
W. Norris, of Nebraska, who, together 
with Senator William cC. Bruce, of 


Maryland, saw in the hydra-headed 
proposal a dangerous precedent that 
might eventually lead the Senate to 
transact much of its business through 
combination of economic blocs, which 
might propose that any number of 
measures be brought together in a 
single unanimous-consent agreement 
for the purpose of attracting enough 
support to insure special consideration 
for them all. 

There were a few Republican sena- 
tors who saw in the amalgamation of 
divergent factions an effort to put the 
President in a hole through the 
of the measure, since

War Women Declared

man of the national rehabilitation com- 
mittee of the American Legion, who 
spoke last night over Station WRC. 

Miller, who made the talk in the 
interest of the veterans’ insurance cam- 
paign now in progress, made it clear 
that any veteran who does not renew 
his policy by the date mentioned, con- 
verting it either into the. “old line” 
policy, or the special “five-year level” 
term policy, will loose his government 
insurance rights.

Amateur Broadcasting Always 
in Good Condition, League 
Secretary Declares. 


Congratulating radio amateurs of the 
city upon the fact that while things 
were in such a chaotic state in the 
broadcasting band that amateur broad- 
casting was in such a healthy state A. 
A. Hebert, of Hartford, Conn., treasurer 
of the American Relay league, last night 
characterized the Washington Radio 
club, of which he was the guest of 
honor at the City club, as being one of 
the iivest organizations of its kind in 
the country. 

Hebert said one of the greatest in- 
fluences for peace today was the two- 
way communication amateurs of the 


United States were carrying on with 


amateurs in other countries. This same 
thought was expressed by W. D. Terrell, 
chief radio supervisor of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, who added that 
amateurs were bringing about a better 
understanding with foreign nations.

NONCONFIDENCE VOTE 


Stirred Up Opposition in 
the First Day. 


Berlin, Feb. 3 (By A. P.).—The po- 


litical life of the new Marx bourgeols | 
coalition cabinet hung in the balance | 


tonight, after the chancellor had given | 
to the reichstag a declaration of the | 


government's policies at home and 
abroad. 


Already are discernible fore- 
~:dings of acrimonious debate between 
che monarchistic right and the republi- 
can left, with the government holding 
the balance. 

The ministerial declaration was de- 


void of anything startling. It appears 
that the Marx government will con- 
vinue the foreign policy of concillation 
‘naugurated by Foreign Minister Strese- 
mann, which policy brought him a 
share in the Nobel peace prize. 

The reichswehr—the German army— 
Vill be reorganized and reformed. This 
Zledge appears to have been made to 
Kjaeet socialist charges which brought 
about the fall of the previous Marx 
ministry.

To Uphold Constitution. 


The most important pronouncement 
in the chancellor’s statement was the 
firm pledge to uphold the Weimer con- 
Stitution, which safeguards the German 
“epublic, coupled with a stern warning 
that any attempt by forcible or illegal 
fneans to change this form would be 
regarded as treason. 

A reference to Germany's past glories 
was made by Herr Marx, when he 4as- 
serted that “active defence of the 
Weimer constitution does not preclude 
a reverential attitude toward Germany's 
great past.” 

“The past and its symbols must 
therefore also be honored,” he said. 
“Renunciation of any thought of re- 
venge must remain the guiding prin- 
ciple of German foreign policy; never- 
theless it will need earnest work to 
achieve the moral and political equality 
among nations due our nation,” de- 
clared the chancellor, in expressing 
satisfaction that the Ruhr and part of 
the Rhineland had been evacuated by 
the allies, and that interallied military 
control had been abolished. 


Would Restore Monarchy. 


Count Von Westarp’s statement in 
the ensuing debate that “the nation- 
alists are supporting the Locarno 
peace policy only because Germany re- 
mains forcibly disarmed,” and his in- 
timation that public discussion of the 
question of restoration of the mon- 
archy must be fostered, will be used 
by the left parties tomorrow and Sat- 
urday as a basis for renewed attacks 
of the sincerity of Chancellor Marx's 
new ministry. 

Already three motions of nonconfi- 

dence offered by the democrats. 50- 
cialists and communists, respectively, 
are confronting the government, which, 
however, according to present indica- 
tions is expected to survive the on- 
slaught by a small majority. 
' The government parties also were 
active and introduced a resolution of 
confidence; so that the reichstag with- 
in the next few days will have to de- 
cide whether to align itself with the 
government or precipitate a new min- 
isterial crisis. 

Indications as to the extent of the 
opposition to the government not only 
without, but rather within the gov- 
ernment parties’ ranks are given by 
former Chancellor Dr. Wirth, himself 
a leading centrist. 


Not to Back Government. 


In a political article, Dr. Wirth as- 
serts: 

“A sincere declaration in favor of 
peaceful conciliation toward the allies 
and in favor of the republic never 
entered the nationalists’ mind. I will 
never vote for the government.” 

The leader of the outspoken junker 
party, Count Von Westarp, affirmed his 
party’s continued adherence to mon- 
archistic views, which, he asserted, 
were only momentarily rendered inac- 
tive by the desire of the nationalists 
to cooperate with the coalition for 
practical political reasons and for the 
country's good. 

He agreed that the present consti- 
tution must enjoy the unqualified 
protection of the _ state authority, 
whether the nationalists liked it or 
not, but declared that his party had 
abandoned none of its principles and 
intended to abandon none, and still 
considered the monarchistic form of 
government as best for the German 
people.

| French Comet a “Ghost,” ’ 
Say Harvard Skygazers 


Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 3 (By A. 
P.)—A cometary object observed in 
the heavens on January 29 by a 
French astronomer was a “ghost” 
in the opinion of Harvard observa- 
tory officials. Today the observatory 
received a cablegram from Copen- 
hagen asking for confirmation of a 
discovery on that date by the 
Astronomer Chaput. The photo- 
graphic records at Harvard failed to 
show any object in the _ position 
mentioned. 

Chaput reported a cometary object 
of the sixth magnitude which would 
be one of the lafgest comets ever 
discovered. Objects of the sixth 
magnitude, Harvard observers sald, 
would be visible to the naked eye. 
Even veteran observers, it was said 
at the observatory, are tricked by 
“ghost” images. When the observer 
is scanning a large body frequently 
a trick of multiple reflection causes 
an optical illusion. The “ghost” 
theft seen is a reflection of some 
other luminous body.

Man and Woman, Not Named, 
Will Solve Miss Clarke’s 
Death, Police Say. 


MAY TAKE ONE TODAY 


The arrest of a man and a woman in 
connection with the death of Mrs. Mary 
S. Clarke, of Washington and Pitts- 
burgh, January 15, on the beach at 
Cape May, N. J., is near, Cape May 
county officials said yesterday. 

The identity of the man, said to be a 


| resident of Cape May, i# known to in- 


vestigators. The authorities, however, 
in keeping with their policy of working 
under cover, refused to comment on 
the woman, other than to say that her 
arrest likely would follow that of the 
man, expected today. 

Whether the man whom Cape May 
county officials have under surveillance 
is suspected of the murder, the authori- 
ties would not say. They expressed con- 
fidence, however, that his arrest would 
lead to a solution of the death. 

Just what connection the woman has 
with the case is not known, although 
it was said yesterday that the authori- 
ties consider her an important link in 
the solution of the mystery. 

Reports that Miss Clarke, who was 63 
years old, carried a large sum of money 
and securities when she lef, Washing- 
ton January 13 for Atlantic City, have 
not yet been verified. State police have 
checked on her movements here in 
Washington. Just what they discovered 
is not known publicly other than that 
Miss. Clarke had cashed checks from 
time to time at the District National 
Bank here. 

That Miss Clarke was slain and’ that 
she was robbed before being murdered 
has now been definitely established, in- 
vestigators say. Their investigation has 
led them from Cape May to Washing- 
ton, Atlantic City, New York, Wildwood, 
N. J., and back again to Cape May. 

* Why investigators previously had de- 
clared Miss Clarke met a natural death 
was cleared up yesterday. It was done, 
it was said, to make less wary the per- 
son or persons responsible ‘for the 
crime. 

The body of Mies Clarke was found 
during a severe snowstorm by coast 
guardsmen patrolling the beach at Cape 
May shortly before midnight. Her body 
was frozen, her valuable jewelry miss- 
ing and her pocketbook rifled of all 
valuables except 55 cents and a mileage 
ticket.

COMMERCE IN FIREARMS. 


The Senate has passed a measure barring 
firearms from shipment through the mails. 
Since the bill was passed by the House last 
session, it now needs only the President’s sig- 
nature to become effective. Undoubtedly this 
will be forthcoming. 

The bill has the approval of the Postmaster 
General and by many officials interested in 
making it more difficult for criminals to ob- 
tain revolvers. Unfortunately, however, the 
legislation will have little effect on the situa- 
tion. Mail order houses which sell pistols on 
a C. O. D. basis presumably will be most af- 
fected. Their business will go on as usual, 
however, save that shipments will be made via 
express, collect, rather than by parcel post. 
It is doubtful whether this matter is one 
for Federal action in any event. It is up to 
States and municipalities to enact proper regu- 
latory ordinances, and interested individuals 
should continue to work toward this end. 


AMERICANISMS 


Dr. Robert Bridges, the present British poet- 
laureate, attests that, when he was a boy, there 
was in England a foolish, ill-mannered, and of- 
fensively contemptuous attitude of prejudice 
on the part of all classes against Americanisms 
in diction or spelling. The lapse of time, the

LESSONS FROM MR. FORD. 


The curtain has been lifted to disclose the 
unparalleled business prosperity of Henry 
Ford and the Ford Motor Co. The statement 
is made in the tax suit against several former 
stockholders of Ford Motor Co. stock that $28,- 
000 in capital stock grew to be worth $1,000,- 
000,000. . 

In this Ford romance some persons see a 
change in economic rules, a secret and myste- 
rious process that the shrewd have discovered 
to amass wealth. 

There is nothing mysterious in this business 
success of Mr. Ford and the Ford Motor Co. 
Every financial success must come primarily 
from business genius, industry, perseverance 
and a peculiar faculty of seeing clearly and 
seizing promptly a rare business opportunity. 
Few individuals have this intuitive power of 
seeing the future and capitalizing it. 

All must admit that Mr. Ford is a genius, a 
man with ideas and with courage to promote 
those ideas. He is “‘lucky,’’ but luck alone 
never built up a great business or turned a 
few thousand dollars into a billion. There 
was no “get-rich-quick” element in this. Ford 
romance. It was reared out of clear vision, 
hard work and rare courage. 

The real lessons to be derived out of this 
story of American business life are these: 
First, riches are not necessarily obtained out 
of class or privileged legislation; second, 
America is a country of rare opportunities, de- 
nied to none; third, the unequal distribution 
of wealth is not due to the capitalist system. 

Henry Ford began life with a small capital 
but large hopes and dreams. He did not de- 
pend upon an act of Congress or call upon 
Congress for relief. He accumulated great 
riches with the aid of no “robber tariff.”” He 
is not the product of privileged laws. He rob- 
bed no wage earners. He belongs to the class 
of multimillionaires, not through special legis- 
lation or peculiar influence in the halls of 
legislation. 

Henry Ford and his life story is a complete 
denial of all. the false and uneconomic theories 
and fancies of those who believe that the world 
owes them a living, and that wealth and the 
division of wealth is due to unjust and unfair 
laws enacted by more or less corrupt public 
servants, charged with being the tools of 
wealth and power. 


THEY MAY BE HAPPY YET. 


The former subjects of the kaiser are noted 
for their ability to meet emergencies. They 
are a phlegmatic people who are disposed to 
await the turn of the tide when that tide is 
running against them. Stettin is a manufac- 
turing city in Germany, and Martin Richter, 
a resident of that famous city, is a tradesman 
who has been engaged to a charming fraulein. 
The fraulein is somewhat given to the habit 
of casting sheep’s eyes at the boys, and Mar- 
tin determined to break her of the habit. He 
took rather drastic means to accomplish this 
purpose by cutting off the tip of the lady’s 
nose, having come to the conclusion that with 
a nasal appendage somewhat shortened Miss 
Zoellner would prove less attractive to the 
boys of Stettin. 

The unofficial surgeon gave himself up to 
the police with the. statement that he had 
reached the conclusion that the only way to 
insure his future neace of mind would be to 
relieve the features of his fiancee of some of 
their attractiveness. Of course he knew that 
he would be punished for the crime of may- 
hem, for mitilation of a fellow creature is 
mayhem in Germany just as it is in every 
other civilized country, but that does not 
bother Martin Richter. In fact, he is looking 
forward to marriage with his victim after his 
term of imprisonment expires, and expects to 
be ‘happy ever after.’ 

Martin is an optimist, but he may change 
his mind if the lady in the case should make 
other marital arrangements during his incar- 
ceration. 


TRAFFIC CASES. 


Chairman Zihlman, of the House District 
committee, has introduced a bill prepared by 
the assistant traffic director providing for a 
bureau of traffic violations. The bill provides 
the machinery necessary for the automatic 
fining of persons accused of traffic violations, 
without supervision of a judge, enabling of- 
fenders to plead guilty, waive trial and pay 
fines, but not preventing the placing of black 
marks on their driving records. The violator 
may, if he so desires, demand atrial. If he 
realizes and admits his guilt, however, he can 
save time and expense by paying a fine. It is 
estimated that this plan will take approxi- 


mately 30,000 minor traffic cases a year out: 


of police court. 

It is imperative that some steps be taken 
during the present session to relieve police 
court congestion. Possibly combination of 
the police and municipal courts would solve 
the problem. The solution may be found in the 
traffic violations bureau scheme. A great deal 
of opposition has developed toward the former, 
whereas there seems to be some doubt as to 
the validity of a law permitting the fining of 
individuals, even on pleas of guilty, by a 
branch of the administrative government 
rather than the judicial. 


MORE JOBS IN SIGHT. 


Senator Willis, of Ohio, is chairman of the 
committee on Territories of the Senate. The 


only lands under the flag which are Territories, 


as that term is understood in congressional 
parlance, are Hawaii and Alaska. But there 
are a few scattered sections of the earth’s sur- 
face over which the Stars and Stripes fly which 
are ‘‘possessions.”

ministration. ~ +i 9 
Chairman Willis has prepared and intro- 
duced a bill affecting the “outlying posses- 
sions” as well as the Phflippines. It is not 
called a “Bill to Create a, Department of 


Colonies,” but that would not be an inappro- 


priate title. The bill provides for a director 
of insular affairs whose term of office shall be 
six years and whose salary shall be $10,000. 
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Philippines, Guam, Samoa, Porto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands, and would have all the powers 
now vested in the insular division of the War 
Department, as well as those pertaining to the 
navy officers now acting as governors in St. 
Thomas, Guam and Pago Pago. Alaska and 
Hawaii are to be left where they are now, 
under the Interior Department. 

Just why Senator Willis should find it neces- 
sary or desirable to create a new department 
“without a portfolio’’ may possibly be ex- 
plained in a satisfactory manner when his bill 
comes up for consideration. His plan would 
create a lot of fat political jobs. Perhaps that 
is sufficient reason for passing the bill. 
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THE COTTON SURPLUS. 


Only through a drastic slash in the cotton 
acreage to be planted this spring can the cot- 
ton States hope for relief from the depression 
which has well-nigh bankrupted the South dur- 
ing the past year. The price of cotton in New 
York, New Orleans and Liverpool remains be- 
low the actual cost of production, and there 
is little hope of better prices in sight. 

Early in the winter when the depression in 
the industry was most acute, bankers and 
financial organizations made suggestions of 
financial aid to the growers, provided that 
assurance were forthcoming that the acreage 
to be planted in 1927 would be radically re- 
duced. But it is a very difficult matter to 
secure cooperation among a body of unorgan- 
ized farmers, especially when so many of them 
know how to grow cotton and very little else 
connected with the art of agriculture. 

According to the survey of the cotton out- 
look just concluded by the Department of 
Agriculture the supply on hand approximates 
24,000,000 bales, as compared with 19,400,000 
bales a year ago and 16,300,000 two years 
ago, which last figure exceeded the holdings 
in 1923-24 by 2,800,000 bales. 

The department’s report calls attention to 
the fact that even with an acceleration of con- 
sumption by the mills of the world a total of 
15,500,000 is the extreme limit of the possible 
demand for the present year. Instead of an 
increase in the demand it is more likely that 
there may be a reduction, and it would appear 
that about the only hope for better conditions 
in the market, if acreage is not reduced, lies 
in increased activity by the boll weevil. 

But the planter can not afford to put his 
faith in the boll weevil. ‘“‘Unless the acreage 
is definitely restricted or the season unfavora- 
ble, the prospeet is for a large supply another 
year,’’ says the report; ‘‘the chances for profita- 
ble production the coming season are best if 
the crop is small, the grade and staple im- 
proved and costs held to the minimium.”’ 

It is up to the bankers and merchants of 
the cotton States to refuse credit to those 
planters, black and white, who insist upon at- 
tempting to raise more cotton than the market 
will absorb. Relief can not be obtained by 
propaganda favoring the substitution of cot- 
ton hosiery for silk hose among the women of 
the land. They prefer silk and silk substitutes. 


CIRCLING THE WORLD. 


The National Aeronautic Association has re- 
quested the Federation Aeronautique Interna- 
tionale, which is the controlling body of avia- 
tion sport throughout the world, to express 
its interest in attempts to reduce the possible 
time so far recorded for circumnavigation of 
the globe, and to establish rules and a world 
record category for such undertakings. . The 
request is particularly timely in view of the 
trip proposed by Maj. Lester D. Gardner, who 
hopes to set a new record of 24 days for globe 
circumnavigation as soon as the new Peking- 
Moscow air line is established. The national 
association will supervise the timing of this 
dash. 

The present record is held jointly by Ed- 
ward S. Evans and Linton Wells, who com- 
pletely circled the globe last year in a little 
more than 28 days. Their trip was made in 
planes wherever possible and it is certain that 
any further successful attempts to reduce the 
record will come through additional uge of 
airplanes. Spectacular stunts of this sort are 
of value in the development of air commerce. 
Millions of persons followed the news dis- 
patches of the Wells-Evans race, and subcon- 
sciously gained a favorable impression of the 
dependability of aircraft. Further attempts 
will also be followed by a multitude of in- 
terested readers. 

The association is wise in taking advantage 
of the opportunity presented. By lending its 
name and prestige to matters of this sort it 
can establish a tangible connection between 
the sport and commercial aviation. One way to 
establish an ‘“‘air-conscious’’ nation, to which, 
according to authorities, the future of aviation 
is bound, is through constant demonstrations 
of the dependability and time economy of air 
transportation. 


THOSE WHO WORK. 


Fewer than four out of every ten persons in 
the United States were gainfully employed dur- 
ing 1925, the other six living upon the return 
from investments, or being supported by others 
or at public expense. In 1910, 41.5' per cent 
of the total population was engaged in earn- 
ing its own living. By 1920 the percentage 
of gainfully employed had shrunk to 39.4, and 
during the succeeding five years the figure 
reached another. low level of 37.2 per cent. 
The figures are furnished by the national in- 
dustrial conference board. In Germany more 
than 56 per cent were gainfully occupied in 
1920; in Great Britain, France and Italy, the 


| figures were 44 per cent, 53 per cent and 46 


per cent, respectively. 

The board explains the shift in employment 
figures through an analysis of school and col- 
lege enrollment, and upon immigration re- 
striction. Using enrollment in educational in- 
stitutions in 1920 as a basis, the number of 
pupils and students in 1925 exceeded that to 
be expected on a basis of population increase 
by about 1,300,000. This accounts for a large 
portion of the population not gainfully occu- 
pied. Immigration restriction, which accounts 
for much of the balance, has caused a shift in 
the average age of the population, resulting in 
a greater number of aged persons who for the 
most part are past the industrially useful 
period of life. | . 

The figures are a striking commentary on 
the prosperity of the country. No other nation 
is able spare as great a proportion of its 
youth from industry, permitting it to spend a

Prisons for Women. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: In 
The Post of Wednesday there is an edi- 
torial about the new Federal prison for 
It begins with the statement: 


And the “The United States is about to embark 


upon a new venture in penology with 
the idea of separating entirely female 
prisoners from those of the opposite 
sex.”” That statement is misleading. 
It may be a new venture on the part 
of the United States, but it is not a 
new venture “in penology.”’ 

As far back as the days just follow- 
ing the civil war Indiana opened a 
prison for females. An English woman 
interested in prison reform toured the 
United States. She addressed the In- 
diana legislature on the subject, calling 
special attention to some recent scan- 
dals:in the Indiana penitentiary at Jef- 
fersonville. She so worked on the 
minds of the Hoosier legislators that a 
bill was promptly passed providing for 
the erection at Indianapolis of a prison 
exclusively for women. It was opened 
in 1867. For a number of years the 
United States sent its female prisoners 
to the Indiana institution. The pay 
was sO small that Indiana finally re- 
fused to receive any more. This was 
the first female prison erected in the 
United States, and to Indiana belongs 
the credit of embarking “upon a new 


venture in penology.”

The Boulder Dam project and the 
Swing-Johnson bill which provides fo! 
the development of the project, are not 
haphazard measures as your editorial 
would lead one to believe. For six years 
the Interior Department, various con- 
gressional committees and the most 
eminent engineers in the nation have 
made a most careful and detailed inves- 
tigation of the project. ‘Not one but 
several engineering parties have made 
most careful investigations at the site. 
Diamond borings have been made of 
the foundation, the best routes for 
supply railroads have been mapped and 
plans have been worked out for every 
portion of the work, and checked and 
rechecked. The estimates of costs are 
not guesses, but are based on complete 
investigations by such engineers ag 
A. P. Davis, Gen. Goethals, Weymouth 
and others as eminent. 

There are much more than could be 
stated as to the careful work done dur- 
ing the past few years in investigating 
this project, but space forbids that de- 
tail. The main point of your editorial 
seems to be the cost and you would 
lead your readers to believe that the 
government must pey out this large 
sum without plans for reimbursement 
or return. Quite the contrary is true, 
The bill provides that the Secretary 
of the Interior is not to spend one cent 
on the project until he has contracts 
for the sale of power and water, which 
will guarantee the repayment of the 
entire cost of the project in 50 years 
with interest. The bill carefully pro- 
tects the government in every par- 
ticular and there can be no ii- 
tures until all controversies as to 
and power distribution are settled 
the financial return guaranteed.

DIED WHEN 4 YEARS OLD 


Detroit, Feb. 3 (By A. P.).—The entire 
$7,500,000 estate of Anna Margaret 
Dodge, posthumous child of John F. 
Dodge, automobile manufacturer, is 
awarded to her mother, Mrs. Matilda R. 
Wilson, widow of Mr. Dodge, in an 
opinion of Circuit. Judge Harry J. 
Dingeman today. 


The opinion was on an appeal by 
Mrs. Dodge’s children, John Duval 
Dodge, Winifred Dodge Gray, Isabelle 
Cleves Sloan, Frances Matilda Dodge 
and Daniel George Dodge, from a pro- 
bate court decision awarding Anna 
Margaret’s personal property to her 
mother and her real estate to her 
brothers and sisters. The estate is 
largely personal, containing only about 
$60,000 worth of real estate. 

Anna Margaret died June, 1924. Her 
father died about four years before, 
previous to her birth. No mention of 
her was made in his will. A trust fund 
was created, one-fifth for the widow 
and a fifth for each of the children ex- 
cept John Duval Dodge, who received 
an annuity of $1,800. 

As the name‘of Anna Margaret was 
obviously not intentionally omitted 
from the will, she received under the 
statutes the amount she would have 
received had her father died intestate. 

John Duval Dodge contested the will, 
and under an agreement among heirs, 
which was confirmed by the court, re- 
linquished all claims on the estate after 
accepting $1,600,000. 

After Anna Margaret’s death John 
Duval Dodge filed a petition in probate 
court asking that her portion be equally 
divided among all the heirs. Mrs. Wil- 
son took issue with him and the ap- 
peal to circuit court followed> 


JAILER’S 6 SLAYERS 
TO DIE 3 AT A TIME 


Joliet Prepares for Two Triple 
Executions Next Week for 
Killing One Man. 


Joliet, Ill., Feb. 3 (By A. P.).—The 
six convicts sentenced to be hanged a 
week from tomorrow for the murder of 
Peter M. N. Klein, deputy warden at the 
State penitentiary here, will pay with 
their lives three at a time, it was de- 
cided today. The three Americans 


probably will die together, as will the 
trio of Mexicans. 

Construction of a high stockade 
about the little jail yard is under way 
to shield the sextuple execution from 
the eyes of hundreds who might crowd 
the high embankment of the Rock 
Island railroad, which runs near the 
jail. Construction of the triple gal- 
lows has mot been started, however, be- 
cause of the possibility of further court 
action which might delay the carrying 
out of the sentences. 

There is but one precedent for the 
hanging of six men for the siaying of 
one in the history of American courts, 
that at Amite, La., several years ago, 
when six Italians were hanged for a 
murder in connection with an attempt- 
ed robbery in whick only one pistol 
shot was fired. 


Professor Demands 


$100,000 for Assault 


New York, Feb. 3 (By A. P.).—Prof. 
Albert Cru, of Columbia university, 
filed suit in supreme court today for 
$100,000 damages against Mortimer 
Stevenson, wealthy Rochester, N. Y., in- 
surance man and manufacturer. 

He charges that Stevenson broke into 
his 115th street apartment early on 
the morning of May 7 last and wrecked 
a@ great portion of the furniture. For 
this he asks $25,000 damages. In the 
second cause of action he asks $50,000 
for.an alleged assault by Stevenson on 
him, and in the third cause he says 
that Stevenson beat his wife, Anita A. 
Cru, with the result that she became 
ill. For this he asks $25,000. 

Stevenson is described es president 
of Loss Prevention, Inc., an insurance 
concern of Rochester, and president of 
the Scheer Manufacturing Co., of 
Rochester. 


9 Youths Convicted 
In Halloween Killing 


Chicago, Ill., Feb. 3 (By A. P.).— 
Nine youths ranging in age from 17 
to 19 years were found guilty of man- 
slaughter tonight by a jury which tried 
them on a charge of murdering Stan- 
ley Ciesla in a Halloween brawl several 
months ago. 

The verdict carries a sentence of from 
one year to life imprisonment for each 
defendant. 

The state maintained the nine youths 
had robbed and beaten Ciesla, who 
was married and the father of two 
children, but the defense maintained 
Ciesla had been killed when he fell 
in the course of a street fight.

MERGER DELAY IS SEEN 


New York, Feb. 3 (By A. P.).—Ad- 
vances in the market value of shares 
of Nickel Plate, Chesapeake & Ohio, | 
and Pere Marquette railroads have piled | 
up a paper profit of nearly $63,000,000 
to the Van Sweringen interests, it is 
revealed by a Wall street analysis of 
the probable holding of the merger- 
working brothers of Cleveland. 

Purchases by the Van Sweringens 


since early in 1925 are unofficially re- 
ported to include 130,000 Pere Marquette 
shares with a present market value of 
‘$15,795,000; 27,000 Chesapeake & Ohio 
shares, now worth $42,641,000, and’ 417,- 
631 shares of Erie, now valued at $18,- 
793,000. Paper profit on these shares is 
estimated at $13,500,000, assuming that 
the shares were acquired at a price near 
the 1926 average for the stocks. 

According to testimony by O. P. Van 
Sweringéen before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, previous holdings 
included 174,000 Chesapeake & Ohio, 
164,700 Nickel. Plate, 30,000 Pere Mar- 
quette and 387,000 shares of common, 
52,600 of second preferred and 24,700 
first preferred stock of the Erie. These 
holdings, it is estimated, now have 
market value of $82,455,000, with paper 
profit of $49,400,000. 

While the Van Sweringen brothers 
were understood to be continuing their 
conference on the new Nickel Plate 
merger plan, observers in Wall street 
were inclining toward a belief that no 
definite proposal will be brought out 
until Congress has acted upon new 
merger legislation.

New York, Feb. 3 (By A. P.).—The 
question of whether a letter belongs to 


'the writer or to the recipient forms 


the basis of a suit for $100,000 dam- 
ages filed here today by counsel for 
George Bernard Shaw, British play- 
wright. 

Shaw, who wrote four letters in 
1902 to a then youthful admirer, Will 


A. Page, now a publicity man for a 
New York theatrical organization and 
an author of White Way “Inside 
Stuff,” seeks not only damages from 
Page, his publisher, Edward A. Miller, 
and Nathan Cohen, printing press 
owner, but also an injunction against 
the three prohibiting further use of 
the letters. 

The epistles were included by Page 
in a volume of stage chat recently is- 
sued, and used umder the heading, 
“Addenda, Teaching a Grandmother to 
Milk Ducks—Several Letters by Ber- 
nard Shaw, Edited, with Notes by Will 
A. Page.” 

In his suit the dramatist says he 
prohibited their use, after at first 
agreeing to read them and delete the 
“obviously improper for publication 
passages.” Mr. Shaw’s letter prohibit- 
ing their publication was included by 
Page in his book, together with a 
statement by Page that he believed 
they should be pymnished, “regardless, 
as casting a new light on the great 
playwright.” 

The phrase used for the title to the 
letters was chosen from the body of 
a letter in which Shaw chided Page, 
who desired to produce some of his 
Plays in America. Shaw said he 
thought one of the young American's 
phrases was “an attempt to teach 
your grandmother to milk ducks.” 
Under the English laws, Page has 
asserted, he understands the letters 
belong to the writer, but the oppo- 
site, he believes, is the case in this 
country. 


Garibaldi to Havana 
Despite Word of Ban 


Liverpool, England, Feb. 3 (By A. P.). 
Col. Ricciotti Garibaldi, banished from 
France after his recent conviction in 
connection with the unsuccessful plot 
to free Catalonia from Spain, sailed 
on the steamer Croya today for Cuba. 
Garibaldi, grandson of the great [talian 
patriot, said he anticipated 110 diffi- 
culty in entering Cuba, where he de- 
sired to consult his brother, Giuseppe 
(Peppino) and formulate a “plan of 
campaign for the Garibaldians.”’ 


A Havana dispatch Wednesday night 
quoted the commissioner of immigra- 
tion as asserting that Col. Garibaldi 
would not be allowed to disembark 
there, as a p7esidential decree forbade 
the admissisn of foreigners expelled 
from other countries. Garibaldi was 
refused a visa to land in the United 
States. 


RAMAPO “BAD MAN” 
KILLED BY TROOPER 


Theodore Conklin, Sought for 
Two Years, Felled Flee- 
ing to Woods. 


Suffern, N. '¥., Feb. 3 (By A. P.).—The 
crack of a State trooper’s revolver to- 
day ended the career of Theodore Con- 


klin, “the bad man of Ramapo valley,” 
who took to the mountains two years 
ago and defied police who tried to ar- 
rest him on three indictments for theft 
and burglary 

Harry Williams, State trooper, “got 
his man” as Conklin ran toward the 
woods after a leap from a second-story 
window of a mountain cabin. 

Williams and Deputy Sheriff Abe Stern 
saw Conklin when they drove by a 
lonely mountain cabin between Suf- 
fern and Haverstraw. Conklin en- 
tered the cabin as they approached. 
Stern followed, but Trooper Williams 
remained outside. 

Suddenly, Williams saw Conklin leap 
from. the second story. He called on 
him to halt, firing twice in the air, 
but Conklin ran. A third bullet from 
Trooper Williams’ pistol brought Con- 
klin to the ground. 


HOLDS FLEET HEADS 
WERE DISCOURTEOUS 


Uninvited to Dinner Aboard 
Ship, Coast Guard 
Chief Complains. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Norfolk, Va., Feb. 3.—Capt. F. S. Van 
Boskerck, commandant of the Norfolk 
coast guard division, today made an of- 
ficial report to headquarters at Wash- 
ington over what he terms an act of 
“official discourtesy” on the part of the 
Pleet Corporation and the United States 
line as a result of his failure to be 
invited to a luncheon held aboard the 
steamer George Washington at the navy 
yard Monday. Representatives of all 
other government agencies here were 
invited. 

“As F. S. Van Boskerck I do not care 
anything about the affair, but as Capt. 
F. 8. Van Boskerck, commandant of the 
Norfolk coast guard division and port 
captain, I do care,” he said. “When all 
other government officials in this sec- 
tion, including representatives of the 
army, were invited, the commandant of 
the coast guard division should also 
have been asked to attend the 
luncheon.” 

G. F. Blair, district manager for the 
Shipping Board, said Capt. Van Bos- 
kerck’s name was left off the guest list 
by mistake. He blamed Capt. Henry 
Williams, U. S. N,, of the navy yard, for 
the oversight. 

Capt. Williams in turn said he was 
not responsible; that he only invited 
naval officers and had nething to do 
with inviting other government repre- 
sentatives.

ated, at the suggestion of Representa- 
tive Gibson, of Vermont. New con- 
demnation proceedings are to be car- 
ried out, he explained: An award of 
$21,000 was protested by the commis- 
sioners and it was the subject of in- 
quiry by the Gibson investigating sub- 
committee. 


Free Outside Attendance Wins. 


Aside from the two street projects 
put through by the Maryland delega- 
tion, it again prevented, with Repre- 
sentative Moore, of Virginia, a limita- 
tion being accepted against outside pu- 
pils attending District schools free, 
Representative Hudson, of Michigan, 
sought to prevent the attendance of 


such pupils below the ninth grade. 
Representatives Simmons and B 

of Tennessee, supported Mr. Hu ; 
contending that it is manifestly un- 
fair to make local taxpayers pay for 
the education of nonresident children. 
Representative Blanton, of Texas, al- 
though deprecating the attendance of 
the children, insisted that Mr. Hud- 
son’s amendment did not accomplish 
the purpose sought, and he voted 
against it. 

Mr. Hudson won on a standing vote, 
40 to 37, but Representative Linthicum, 
of Maryland, after first making a point 
of no quorum, demanded a teller vote, 
and he and his colleagues then won, 
52 to 49. Representatives Zihlman, 
Hill, of Maryland, and Ketcham, of 
Michigan joined with Mr, Linthicum in 
the fight. 

Mr. Griffin fought vainly for the re- 
insertion of the additional teachers’ 
item, and the name of Mrs. W. T. Ban- 
nérman, of the District Congress of 
Parent Teachers’ association, was fre- 
quently injected into the debate. She 
sat in the gallery meantime. For the 
most part the debate was a repetition of 
the maze of figures of Tuesday’s discus- 
sion. 

Mr. Zihlman, urging the teacher 
item, asserted that a survey made some 
time ago by Representative Mary T. 
Norton, of New Jersey, revealed a shock- 
ing state in the schools. Mrs. Norton’s 


survey, however, had to do with sani- 
tary conditions and did not involve the 
number of teachers. 


Too Many Isms in Schools. 


Representative Punk, opposing the 
item, said: 

“We all know what school people are. 
They are faddists who have some pe- 
cullar ‘ismg they always want to put 
into effect. That is one of the troubles 
with the schools in Washington.” 

Mr. Griffin lost his amendment on a 
standing vote, 67 to 13, and he could 
not muster enough support to get a 
teller vote. He may make another fight 
before final action is taken on the bill 
as a whole. 

Mr. Hudson based his plea for the 
prohibition against nonresident pupils 
attending Distrist schools on the ground 
that the local elementary schools are 
crowded, apart from the unfairness of 
their attendance. It is a charge of 
$270,000 a year on District taxpayers, he 
pointed out, to consider the teacher 
cost alone. . 


Schools Here Called Eyesores. 


After both of the school fights had 
been disposed of, Senator-elect Bark- 
ley, of Kentucky, took the floor to say 
that the-local schools, with the excép- 
tion of Central High, do not “look 
much better than livery stables.” It is 
an outrage, he declared, that with all 
the money that is being spent here to 
beautify the Capital the school build- 
ings should be eyesores. If the fine 
arts commission approves of the de- 
signs, he asserted, then there is “no 
such thing as a fine arts commis- 
sion.” 

Mr. .Zihlman, however, told him that 
the fine arts commission had only to 
do with the sites. Mr. Barkley said his 
purpose, though, was to try to get the 
school officials, the commissioners or 
the municipal architect or “whoever is 
responsible” to design decent-looking 
buildings. 

With the exception of the changes 
mentioned the House approved all of 
the items in the bill as recommended 
by the committee with the exception 
of a remaining few which will be rap- 
idly disposed of today. 


BANKER IS KIDNAPED: 
RANSOM DEMANDED 


Arkansas Man Is Taken to 
Oklahoma and Tied, but 
Releases Himself. ; 


Mansfield, Ark., Feb. 3 (By A. P.).— 


Defeated in a bank robbery attempt 


and in their plot to gain ransom 


money after kidnaping the bank presi- 


dent, two men had succeeded early to- 
night in evading pursuit in two States. 

Returning here today from Howe, 
Okla., just across the Arkansas line, 
Cc. C. Graves, president of the National 
Bank of Mansfield, told how the men 
sought to force him to open the vault 
of the institution last night and then 
took him and his brother-in-law, Frank 
Butler, away in an automobile truck 
in an effort to extort a ransom. But- 
ler, of Oklahoma City, who was visit- 
ing in the Graves home, was dropped 
from the car near Mansfield. The kid- 
napers demanded that he bring $3,000 
for his brother-in-law's release. 

The pair stopped in a deserted farm- 
house near Howe, bound and gagged 
Mr. Graves and left him. About mid- 
night the banker released himself and 
at 1 o’clock telephoned Mansfield 
friends. A town officer and R. W. Bar- 
ger, cashier of the Mansfield bank, 
hastened to the Oklahoma town and 
brought Mr. Graves back to Mansfield. 
The banker apparently had received 
no serious hurt. 


Socialists in Vienna 
Fight With Students 


Vienna, Feb. 3 (By A. P.).—Serious 
fighting, which resulted in a number 


of casualties and many arrests, broke 
out in front of the parliament build- 
ings and the city hall today between 
a group of socialists and nationalist 
university students. The socialists 
charged that a student had killed a 
workman. 

The socialists also protested against 
the maintenance of a shooting gallery 
in a university building, where students 
practiced shooting, and against the al- 
leged treatment of poorer students.

March 1 Asked as New Limit; 
Machinery Breaks Down 
in Chicago Plant. 


Wade H. Coombs, superintendent of
